perfectly, and the only hitch is a 
marked lack of sensitivity in the 
2-to-10-meter translator. The 
432-MHz to 2-meter translator, 
on the other hand, is working 
much better than expected — 
predictions were that 350 W 
effective radiated power would 
be required for a consistent 
signal through it, and it’s doing 
so well that a maximum of 80 W 
ERP is being requested! 

A Number of European 
Stations have been copied in the 
midwest coming through the 
translator from 432, and despite 
a somewhat narrower than 
expected bandwidth (about 80 
kHz) the efficiency is quite 
high. The two-meter beacon is 
somewhat lower in frequency 
than expected — despite un- 
certainties from doppler shift, it 
appears to be about 145.972 
instead of 145.980 MHz. The 
“‘space-only’’ keying of the 
RTTY telemetry on the two- 
meter beacon is a previously 
unpublicized but planned-for 
feature — it provides a good 
Saving in battery drain, and can 
be copied on most RTTY TUs 
with little extra effort. 

The Two-To-Ten Meter 
Translator is a disappointment, 
so far. It takes a lot more signal 
to get into than Oscar 6, and 
very deep fades are frequent

FCC Bombshell 


THE RESTRUCTURING 
BOMBSHELL HAS FINALLY 
ARRIVED — almost. In Report 
10112, the FCC hopes that 
Docket 20282 will double the 
number of licensed amateurs 
over the next few years, as well 
as benefit the legitimate CB 
users by syphoning off many CB 
hobbyists into useful amateur 
participation. The final Docket 
wild have been released by the 
time you read this report. 

It Breaks The Amateur Li- 
cense Structure Into Two Series 
— Series A for shortwave and 
Series B for VHF and above. 
The purpose of this split is to 
associate operating qualifica- 
tions and requirements with 
operating privileges. 

The Break Points for the two 
series of licenses are 29 MHz 
and down for the Series A 
licenses and 29 MHz and up for 
the Series B licenses. Each 
individual licensee will be per- 
mitted to hold one operator li- 
cense in each series. For ex- 


ample, an individual who is a li- 
censed Experimenter and very 
active on VHF could also hold 
the Novice license with its 
severely limited privileges on 
the low-frequency bands. 

It Proposes To Modify The 
Present Ten-Class Amateur Li- 
cense Structure by adding two 
additional classes. First of 
these is a codeless telephone 
license to be called the Com- 
municator Class. This license 
will provide phone operating 
privileges above 144 MHz. Sec- 
ond is to be known as the Ex- 
perimenter Class and will have 
Advanced Class type privileges 
above 29 MHz. 

All Licenses Will Be For Five- 
Year Periods and all will be re- 
newable, including Novice and 
the new Communicator Class. 
Extra Class licenses would be 
lifetime for the operator; how- 
ever, the Extra Class station li- 
cense would still have to be re- 
newed at five-year intervals.

Editor Fla. SKIP: 


Have been hearing some odd reactions 
to the repeater situation as it is growing. 
At present it is appearing to be almost as 
out of control as the CB band. I wonder if 
your central Florida or even all over 
Florida readers are aware that in the 
immediate Orlando area there are now 
eleven (11) that’s right, 11 repeater 
licenses issued and active. At present only 
6 of them are operating but the balance are 
due on very shortly, including one which is 
going to attempt to re-empt the frequency 
that Lake County, and half the United 
States has used happily for years — .94. 

I’m beginning to hear many confirming 
voices that the Repeater council both 
ARRL and Florida have assumed an extra 
legal authority which is illegally ap- 
pointing the two meter band amongst 
themselves and in their great sense of 
justice have ‘‘assigned’’ a huge total of 7 
(seven) simplex frequencies for all of us to 
use. Isn’t that large of them? If 7 couples in 
Orlando want to rag chew (and it is possi- 
ble) we here can’t find a free frequency if 
we want to. All we can do is call through a 
repeater, and of course, if we take more 
than 3 minutes we get timed out or told 
about it. 

Keep this in mind — 7 simplex fre- 
quencies, to a total of 56 repeater fre- 
quencies assigned two at a time. I’ve had 
repeater men tell me if I don’t like it go 
over to 144 to 146, but this made my back 
hair stand up. Recall please that very little 
modern equipment will cover any part of 
146 to 148 Mc. 

Also recall if they try to take over .94 in 
Lake county we may be forced to use .34 
for a calling and rag chewing frequency. 
Our alternate emergency frequency may 
be changed .97 to .37. We’re crystalled up.

Dear Editor, 


As reported in Nov. Florida Skip, Or- 
lando repeater WR4AEL vacated 146.22-82 
in deference to the Gainesville repeater as 
aresult of Florida Repeater Council action 
taken in October. WR4AEL violated the 
Council’s 150-mile co-channel requirement 
and since Gainesville had the older re- 
peater, Orlando was asked to change fre- 
quency. It was a difficult decision for the 
Council to make and equally difficult for 
me to adhere to; however, I turned the 
Orlando repeater off immediately after 
the Council decision. 

The 22-82 machine was built to provide 
Orlando with its only other repeater on a 
high national use frequency pair for the 
thousands of vacationing hams that visit 
each year. The frequency was chosen 
since it was the only available high use 
frequency in the Orlando area that met the 
75-mile co-channel requirement of the 
Council at that time. The present 150-mile 
requirement was enacted after the re- 
peater was on the air. 

After reviewing the Council’s action, I 
1. Florida cannot afford the luxury of 150- 

mile spacing. This requirement tends 

toward “‘frequency exclusion’’ instead 

of ‘frequency coordination.’’ 75-100- 

mile spacing would be more realistic to 

meet the exploding repeater population. 
2. Interference between repeaters has to 


to the editor 


be defined. Higher interference levels 
have to be tolerated. Present repeater 
practices of open access, base station 
use and 100 watt mobiles need to be 
analyzed. Repeaters and their users 
need to become more sophisticated. 


3. Council legislation and actions should 


be realistic and accommodating since 

they depend upon voluntary compli- 

ance. 150-Mile separation is not a reas- 
onable requirement in light of impend- 
ing congestion. 

Because of these and other reasons, I 
have returned WR4AEL to the air. The 
Council has also been requested to review 
their actions of October at the January Mi- 
ami Hamfest meeting.

MARCONIS MONUMENT 


By Walter Bickmeyer, K4NI 

Canadian Marconi 
Monument, dedicated by the 
Canadian Marconi Company to 
the Government and people of 
Newfoundland in honor of 
Gugliemo Marconi. 

In 1901 Gugliemo Marconi 
selected Signal Hill for an ex- 
periment to demonstrate that 
signals could be transmitted by 
electromagnetic waves. On 
December 12, the letter ‘‘S’’ was 
transmitted by Morse Code 
from Poldhu, Cornwall in 
England using a kite to hold an 
aerial aloft. Marconi received 
the three faint dots on his set to 
make communications history. 
The signal had travelled 1,700 
miles. 

This summer the YF and I 
had a three months vacation 
trip to the northeastern part of 
the U.S. and Canada by auto 
visiting the New England 


States, Nova Scotia, Cape 
Breton Isle, Newfoundland, 
Prince Edward Island, New 
Brunswick, Gaspe Peninsula;

Extra Class Examinations 
would only consist of a 20 wpm 
code test (it appears that an Ad- 
vanced Class licensee could be- 
come an Extra under this pro- 
posal by merely passing the 
code test). 

New Advanced And General 
Class Licensees would have no 
privileges above 29 MHz. Ex- 
perimenter and Technician li- 
censees would receive no priv- 
ileges below 29 MHz, but would 
in the VHF spectrum be equiv- 
alent to Advanced and General 
Class licenses, respectively. An 
Extra Class licensee will have 
all privileges in both segments 
of the spectrum, and Extras 
would continue to have their ex- 
clusive CW sub-bands. 


Present Licensees Would Be Protected, 
in most cases, in holding their present 
privileges. Thus, a present Advanced li- 
censee could also become an Experi- 
menter Class licensee without an addi- 
tional test — though he would be required 
to make application for his second new 
“Experimenter”’ license. In a similar 
manner, a General Class licensee may 
also acquire a Technician Class license for 
VHF privileges. 

Along With The New Privileges are 
changes in frequency, emission and power 
limits. The Series A (HF band) licensee 
privileges will be the same as at present 
except that Advanced Class licensees 
would have the same phone privileges as 
Extras now have. The Series B licensees 
would be given privileges as follows: 
Technicians would be authorized all fre- 
quencies above 50 MHz, thus gaining 50.0 
to 50.1 and 144 to 145 MHz; the Experi- 
menter licensees will have all frequencies 
above 29 MHz; and the Communicator 
Class licensees will be permitted to op- 
erate on all frequencies above 144 MHz. 

New Emission Limitations Were Speci- 
fied. Extra Class and Experimenter Class 
may use all classes of emission in their 
authorized frequency spectrum. Advanced 
Class may also use all permitted emissions 
below 29 MHz. General and Technician 
Classes are restricted to Al, A3 and F3 
emissions. Novice Class licensees, of 
course, are still Al — CW only, while the 
new Communicator Class would be F3 — 
FM only. 

Power Limitations will no longer be in de 
input, except for Novice licensees (and 
possibly Communicators also) — the rest 
of us will be required to limit transmitter 
output in terms of peak envelope power 
(PEP). 

The Problem Of Mail Examinations oc- 
cupies the remainder of the restructuring 
Docket. Most significant changes are 
these: Conditional Class licensees who are 
Conditional because of distance from a 
regular examination poing would be con- 
sidered to be temporarily licensed until 
such time as they can appear at a regular 
examining point for an FCC-given 
examination. In other words, their licenses 
would not be renewable! 

To Eliminate Many Of The Abuses that 
have occurred during the amateur-admin- 
istered examination program, Extras 
would now be the only ones qualified to 
give Advanced class ‘“‘mail’’ exams, 
though Advanced Class licensees could 
give General and Novice tests. In a similar 
manner, Experimenter Class licensees 
could administer Technician and Com- 
municator tests. 

Finally And Very Significantly, the 


Commission proposes that two licensed 
amateurs be present during the adminis- 
tration of any mail examination, the sec- 
ond amateur to be the holder of any class 
of amateur license. 

That Completes The Preliminary Sum- 
mary. The final printed Docket is expected 
to be approximately 30 pages long and will 
undoubtedly raise more points for dis- 
cussion. It should also help to clear up 
many of the questions which are raised by 
this necessarily brief and quickly pre- 
pared resume. 

OBVIOUSLY WE ARE TURNING A 
MAJOR CORNER in the history of not only 
amateur licensing, but in amateur radio it- 
self as we look at a series of proposals that 
can easily double the population of U.S. 
amateurs.

CQ AND NOVICE TOO 
By Bill Howard-WB4NAK 


Probably one of the most 
important considerations you 
should have as a novice is that 
of maintaining frequency 
control. If your transmitter 
VFO dial reads 7103 KHZ you 
should be able to assume that 
your transmitted signal is also 
on 7103 KHZ. Due to transmitter 
design or poor maintenance this 
is not always the case. In fact, it 
is not uncommon for a VFO dial 
to be several kilohertz different 
than the actual transmitted 
frequency. Let’s say you tune 
your transmitter near the lower 
edge of the forty meter novice 
band — let’s use 7103 as an 
example. You Zero-Beat the 
receiver to your signal and 
‘“theave-ho”’ with a good hearty 
“CQ”’ ... Hmmm, No answer ... 
Well, you try again ... still no 
answer ... Well, one more time, 
SCOmCQOe COM. 2... Anh! 
There’s an answer WOW! It’s 
not a novice either ... Oh well, 
you're tired of always QSO’ing 
with novices anyway ... Wonder 
what that general or higher is 
doing around the novice band ... 
Seems like he would rather be 
chasing DX in the lower por- 
tions of forty ... Oh well, give 
him a good signal report ... 
Name, QTH, the usual ... Now 
let’s see what he has to say ... 
So, GA OM, BK to U.... K. 

What’s this? He says I’m a good two 
kilohertz out of the novice band. . . I’m on 
7098 kilohertz . . . Hogwash.. . . my VFO 
reads 7103 KHz and the receiver agrees 


withit. . . he probably doesn’t know what 
he’s talking about. . . 


.. . STOP RIGHT HERE!!!! 


At this point it would behoove you to 
immediately QRT! There’s no law that 
says you have to come up again and say 
thanks and CU later OM. There is however 
a law concerning staying within your band 
of frequencies — also about having the 
means to accurately check your frequency 
— independent of your transmitter. Parts 
97.61 and 97.75 of the Amateur Regualtions 
provide penalties for repeated violation of 
these rules, You should have a copy of the 
Amateur Regulations (and be familiar 
with them) either from the Government 
Printing Office in Washington, D.C. or 
from the ARRL license Manual on hand. 
Read over these sections and you’ll see 
that it is required that you regularly 
provide accurate means to assure that you 
will be transmitting within the limitations 
of your license. 


This means may be as simple as a 
crystal calibrator in your receiver. Just 
zero-beat the crystal signal (the signal 
nearest your operating frequency) by 
tuning your receiver and mechanically 
adjust the receiver dial reading to agree 
with the presumed frequency of the crystal 
(usually 100 KHz or 25 KHz multiples). 
Provided that the crystal itself has not 
drifted off its frequency (i.e., 100 KHz, 
etc.) you may now zero-beat your tran- 
smitter to the same frequency as the 
receiver. It is very important that the 
receiver frequency NOT be changed at all 
after it is calibrated against the crystal 
calibrator! When you’ve zero-beated your 
transmitter to the receiver (by changing 
the transmitter VFO only) you may 
mechanically adjust the dial of the VFO to 
read the correct frequency (i.e., 7100, 7200, 
etc.). It is also important that you do not 
transmit into your antenna while adjusting 
the VFO. 


Use a dummy load as the antenna so 
radiation of your signal is kept to a 
minimum. Transmissions on 7200 KHz for 
example, are out of the novice band and 
illegal — even for calibration purposes. 
Use a dummy load and play it safe. More 
next month.
